The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reference cited by the examiner authored by Gillespie lists a number of providers of EPP 
products. The list shows EPP start dates of providers, such as ALLTEL. Appellants submit that Gillespie 
cannot be used a reference against the pending claims. MPEP 2124 defines the general rule that the 
reference date must predate the filing date of the instant application. MPEP 2124, however, lists narrow 
exceptions to this general rule. None of the exceptions in MPEP 2124 apply to Gillespie. Appellants 
submit that Gillespie should not be used a reference against claims 1-11 of the instant application. Upon 
further review, the examiner agrees. If the applicant is aware of any specific EPP system discussed in the 
Gillespie reference which were in use more than one year prior to the filing of this instant application, the 
applicant is encouraged to bring this to the attention of the examiner. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
